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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not anticipate nor do they reasonably suggest the paper 
cutter, material trimmer and material cutter as claimed in claims 1, 17 and 24. 

The closest prior art, Cornell et al (US 5,802,942) discloses a trimmer comprising 
many of the claimed elements as noted in the previous Office Actions. However, Cornell 
et al lacks a first width that is wider than a second width. The Examiner agrees with the 
Applicant that the teachings of Takacs (US 3,108,349) would not have been an obvious 
modification. Note Applicant's Amendment filed on 3/22/2006. Moreover, Cornell et 
al lacks the foot as claimed in claims 17 and 24. 

Since none of the other prior art of record rairly teach or suggest these lacking 
features, it is believed that the claimed inventions are allowable over the prior art of 
record.
